Gen. Dodge’s squadron was placed ir front, the Infantry follow 
ed neft, Gen. Hayne’s brivade next, Gen. Alrxander’s next, and 
Gen. Posey’s formed the rear guard. General Dodge called for, and 
is soon received twenty volanteer spies to go ahead of the whole 
army. 

In this order the were commenced. They had not, however, 

gone more than five miles before one of our epies came back, an- 
nouncing their having come in sight of the encmy’s picket pu2rd.— 
He went back, and the intelligence was quickly conveyed to Gen 
Atkinson. then to all the commatidere of the brigades, and the cele 
ritv ofthe march was instantly increased. Ina few minutes more. 
the firing commenced at about 500 yards ahead of the front of the 
armv. between our spies and the Indian picket guard. The Indians 
driven by ourapies from hill to hill, and kept up a tolerably 
vom every situation commanding the ground over which 
ovr spires had to march 5 but being charged upon and routed from 
their hiding plrecs, ther sought eafety by retreating to the main be 
dv on the hank of the river, and join in one ge ieral effort to defend 
themselves there or die on the ground. 
"Lest some might escape by retreating up or down the river, Gen 
Atkinson ordered Generals Alexander and Posey to form the right 
wingofthe army, and march down to the river above the Indian 
enermpment onthe bank, and then movedown. Gen. Henry form 
ed the left wing and marched in the maintrailofthe enemy. The 
U.S Infantry and Gen. Dodge’s squadron of the mining troops 
marched in the centre. 

With this erder our whole force descended the almost perpendi 
culor bluff, and came into a low valley, heavily timbered, with a 
large growth of under brash, weeds and grasa. Sloughs, deep ra 
vines, old logs, &c. were so plentiful as to afford every facility for 
the enemy to make astrong defence. 

Genera! Wenry first came upon and enmmenced a heavy fire which 
was returned bythe enemy. The enemy being routed from therr 
first hiding places, sought others. Genera! Dodge's squadron and 
the U S. troops anon came into action, and with Gen. Henry's men 
rushed into the etrong defiles of the enemy and killed all in their 
way. except a few who succeeded in swimming a slough of the Mis 
sissippi, 150 yords wide During this time, the brigad+s of Gens 
Alexander and Posey, Were marching down the river when they fel! 
in with another part of the enemy’s army,and killed and rovted al! 
that opposed them. 

The battle lasted upwards ofthree hours. About 50 of the ene 
mv’s women and children were taken prisoners, and many, by ac- 
cident in the battle, were killed. When the Indians were driven 
to the bank of the Mississippi, some hundreds of men, women, and 
children plonced inte the river, and hoped by diving, &c. to escape 
the bullets of our guns; very few, however, escaped our sharp 
shooters. 

The loss on the cide Of the enemy, never canbe exactly ascer- 
tained, byt according to the best computation, they must have lost 
in killed upwards of 150. Our loss in killed and wounded was 27 

Some had crossed the river before our arrival,ond we learn bya 
prisoner, that Black Hawk, while thebattle waxed warm, had sto- 
jen off, and gone up the river on this side: If he did, he took no 
thing with him: for his valuables, many of them, together with cer- 
tifiestes of good character, and of his having fought brevely against 
the United States during the last war, &c. signed by British offi 
cers, were found on the battle ground. 

It is the general impression in the army and at this place, that the 
Sars would be glad to conclude a peace on almost any terms we 
right propose. 

Un the morning of the 4th inst. a party of Sioux came to our camp, 
and begged permission to go on the back trail and have a fight with 
them. On the same day our whole army started to go down to Prai- 
rie du Chien, (about 40 miles) and wait further orders. 

Gen. Atkinson, accompanid by Generals Dodge and Posey, with 
the U. S. Infantry, arrived at the Prairie on the evening of the 4th, 
on board the S. B. Warrior, and will remain until the mounted vol- 
unteers arrived. ; 

The Winnebsgoes, at Prairie du Chien, are daily bringing in Sac 
prisoners and Scalps. X 

On the same day, a party of 15 men from Cassville, under com- 
mand of Cspt. Price, were reconnoitering the country between that

The port is defended by the Cas- 
tleof St. Joan de Foz, and it hae been visited by more than 500 
ships in one vesr. By farthe greater portien of those that trade 
here, are foreign vessels ; the trade, of course, was here very con- 
sderable not only with what were formeriy the American colonies 
of Portugal, bot aleo with England and Holland, and other maratime 
States Thechief exports used to be Brazilian goods, vinegar, bran- 
dy, and wines: the firet, however, has much declined since Braz!

in demand, although, perhaps, net ore half of what is drank under 
that name, ever crossed the barof Ooorto The value of imports 
into thie city has exceeded 600.0001, and its exporte more than 
890 010L OF this trade, Engiind has by much the grertest share, 
bot the trranny of Miguel has grestly inivred its traffic.

African Colony —The last number of the Afeiean Repository 
| contains the despatch rece ved from tie Colonia! Avent, Me Mech- 
jtin, giving an account of the tate disturbances and hostilities be- 
| tween the natives and the eolonists, which resulted ina warlike ex- 
j pedition, and were concluded by a treaty of peace. It seems that 
some al the s!oves belonging to Benmley, one of the native Dey 
Kings, mate their escape when abeut te be sold to the Spaniards, 
and took refuge in the Colony among the re-eapturcd Africans. 
Kai Po, King Bromley's son. eame ta demand them, but-was an- 
swered by the agent that the King himself must come before any 
thing wonid be said on the subject. Bromly never came, and soon 
afterwards died. His euceessor, who lso tonk the name of Brum- 
lev, immediately resolved to commence hostilities. and undertook to 
organiza a league of the native Dey ond Gurrah Kings against the 
Colony. He was partially successfn) in prevailing wn someto join 
him, and commenced hostilities by seizing on suri of the Colonists 
and re captured Africans as cam within their reach. Thean wer 
toa messoge demanding a release of the prisoners, was a defiance 
ind wtkrest of invasion. 

A detachment was sent agiinst King Willie’s town, one of their 
strong holds, which was repulsed withthe losaofaman. A council 
of war wis then held in he Colony, and tt wastnanimously agreed 
upon to march with force against the Dev people, and punish them 
severely. Aceordingly, onthe 20th March, the Agent left Monrovia 
at the head of volunteer corps and recaptured A ricans, to the pum- 
her of 270 men. The dav following they took possession of King 
Brumley’s town without opposition. On the 231, after a latignin 
march through roads obstructed bv large trees that had been felled 
across the path, which they were obliged to cut and remove in order 
to bring forw rd their field pieces, and throngh places where they 
4ad to cut an entirely new.road, being seven hours im marching ten 
miles, the expedition reached K ng Willie's town, a place whiely 
was considered impregnable be th» natives. Thies was token aftern 
few discharges of. musketry and from the field piece. Theloss of 
the colonists was one mad (Lt. Thompson.) killed, and thr. e wound. 
ed ;—that of the natives was fifteen killed and a large number 
wounded. ty 

Both of the towns that were taken were hnrnt by the recaptured 
Africans, avd the expedition returned to Monrovia. Five of the 
Kings came to the Cape on the 39th to sne for peace, which was rea- 
dily concluded, greatly to the commercial advantage of the Colo- 
nists, and te their fature.security. The agent anticipates great be- 
nefit fiom the issue. He thinks it w i net only deter the tribes in 
the immediate vicinity from injuring the Colony, but will have an 
extensive influence throughout the country. One stipolation inthe 
trreaty must have an excellent effect upon the rrade of the country. 
Heretofore the people of the interior have been prevanted by the 
Dev people from passing to the coast, the latter thus constituting 
themse!ves their factors with the colony. By.the treaty a free pas- 
soge is secured to them.— Balt'more American,

FROM TOBASTO. 

Be the arrival of the brig Commodore Preble, Capt. Preble, fram 
T basce, we are furnished with some interesting particutars rel> 
ive to an attack made onthe Fort of Tobasen, (retained by 300 
roons in the service ef Santa Anna,) bya government flotilla, con 
sisting of a schooner and three transports, ander the command of 
Capt. Lara Bonifaz. 

About eight o’clock of the morning of the 25th July, the flotilla 
approached the fort, and the schooner commenced firing from a 24 
nounder, at a distance too great to permita return from the fort 
owing tothe emall eslibre ofthe gunsonthehattery In halfanhou- 
aflerwards, the transports, accompanied bv the schooner, approach 
ed within gun range of the fort, when a brisk fire was kept up on 
hoth sides. Underthe cover of their guns the transports la ded 
‘bont 780 men, witha piece of artillery, who assaulted the fort an 
the land s de, while the schooner still continued the attack from the | 
sea; but on a rani fire from four pieces of cinnon, and a hody of 
musketry from the besieaed, the government. troops abandoned 
ther design, and fairiy fled from the scene of action. The schooner 
continned her fire for some hours longer, but at length surrendered, 
with the transporte and the whole ‘force. fs

Asa general sule,a 
government is salutary in proportion to the division of power 
amonest a greater or less number of individuals, or independent 
cions'ituents. 

he limited monarchies of England and France, are only prefera- 
bie ta the government of Russia, because the supreme power ie con- 
trolled by » greater number of independent interests. Our govern 
nent is only au improvement upon those of Earape so far as those 
who administer it, are accountable to the whole people. 

Now, although the eotrit of our government assures to all an! 
equolity of rights, and it wae the intention of its founders that they 
t erminen secured to each individual, it would be in- 
( ising had they guarded against every possibility future 
e nent.

What shall we say of the manufacturing population? Can we 
hope that it will be better here, thon in other parts of the civil:zed 
world? Fed to repletion one day, starved the next, the slaves alter 


notely of heartless employers and of their, own brutal passione. 
With few exceptions, degraded and desperate, thousands of them at 
this moment securing arms, in the miserable hope of bettering their 
concition by violence and rapine. 

We see, indeed, no such extremity here; but institutions which 
bring masses of human flesh together, and raise up populons commnu- 
nities dependent upon the wiil of a few proprietors, must throw 
upon us an ignorant, degraded, and, toall but their masters, worth- 

geek population—who are slaves while life and health laste, without 


the sesurance that consoles the most wre'che? corn-fieckd negro of 


Virginia, that the master who profits by the strength of his youth, 
of hs prime, aad of his manhood, wiil vot cast him off when his stiff. 
eved limbs can no longer bend to the lash. 

Wecsnnot shut our eyes to the human misery that the old world 
exhibits wherever a manufacturing district is found—nor to the fact, 
that there js vothing in our existing laws, nor in our present moral 
oreocial habits, as a people, to guard us againet the worst evils that 
are found abroad. 

A large proportion of the operatives in our factories, are, and must 
continue to be, a helpless population. Jt ts indispensible that they 
should be put under the unremitted supervision and protection of the 
law of the land. Our tellow-citizens at large are totally deceived 
with regard tothe true character of these establishments, and no- 
thing will convince ihem but factsthat we shall hereafter endeavor to 
bring before the whole people by the authority of their legislatures. 


Relatwe to the Agricultural Interest. 

_ It hag been recentiy observed by one of our wirest and best prac. 
tical farmera, that * there is no class of men of equal intelligenco, 
who study their own interest so little as our farmers. The encour- 
2gement given to their labor is all-important; it in fact regulates 
the wages of all other classes. The most alarwing eymptoms of the 
times is, that the title to real estate is passing out of the hands of 
those who work upen it. Lcould point out many ways in which 
this is done, and unless relief is administered soon, we shall have a 
degraded aud miserable tenantry afters while. At present they 
eno ran away to the new countries, but the same causes will follow 
them there, and, inthe existing circumstances, there is to be no 
rest for the sole of their foot. The real estate is now buta beb to 
the kite of a factitious credit currency.’ 

We lament to say that this melancholy view of our farming inter- 
est is substantially correct ; aad it is surely important to us all, 
that the whole extent of the evil should be understood, and if any 
mes can be devised, that no exertions should te spared in apply- 
ing 't.

Purity of water.—The purity of water is indicated by its specific 
'geavity. Bv a late act of parliament it is defined that a cubic inch of 
| Water, purified br distillation, weighs, at the temperature of 62 de 
| grees, barometer 30 inches, exactly 252,458 grains. Animperial pint 
| of perfectly pure water weighs precisely 20 avoirdupoise ounces at 
162 degrees. Any water heavier than this, must be less pure. That 
ithe highest water isthe best, isan old andtrue principle. Pliny 
| says that some judge of the wholesomeness of the waters by con 
trasting their weights. Celsus alludes to the same practice—‘* nam 
i levies pondere apparet.”” Hippocrates thonght that the best water 
lis that which heats and cools in the shortest time, ond his echo and 
exeositor,Celus, affirms the same. Hoffinan informs us thai rivers 
of arapid current, or which fall down moontains, aff rda purer wa 
ier than those that are more elow; and hence he says, that ships 
coming out of the river Maine into the Rhine draw mere water, an 
sink deeper, in the latter becanse the waters of the Rhine fall from 
the highest mountains of the Grisen country.—Dr Lardacr.
